Writers  and  editors,  resident  in  Alberta,  are  eligible  to  apply  for 
financial  assistance  for  writing  projects  related  to  the  novel  and 
short  story,  poetry,  non-fiction,  playwriting  and  screenwriting .

MUNICIPAL  AFFAIRS 


Property  Tax  Reduction  Program 

Alberta  municipalities  indicate  this  grant  each  year  on  local  property  tax 
notices.  For  homeowners  under  65,  the  basic  tax  reduction  is  $200  or  the 
provincial  education  tax,  whichever  is  greater.  There  is  no  limit  on  the 
amount  of  provincial  education  tax  the  province  will  pay.  If  the 

education  tax  is  less  than  the  $200  grant,  the  balance  may  be  applied 
against  other  property  taxes. 

For  eligible  senior  citizen  homeowners  the  benefit  is  $1,000  or  total 
taxes,  whichever  is  less.

Alberta  Educational  Opportunity  Equalization  Grants 

Grants  to  a maximum  of  $2,000  may  be  provided  to  a dependent  student 
whose  program  of  study  is  not  available  within  normal  commuting 
distance  of  home. 


Supplemental  Assistance  Grants 

Undergraduate  students  with  a demonstrated  need  for  assistance  beyond 
the  student  loan  maximum  may  be  eligible  for  a grant  of  up  to  $2,500 
per  academic  year. 


Maintenance  Grants

Charles  S.  Noble  Scholarships  for  Study  at  Harvard 

Provides  the  opportunity  for  outstanding  Alberta  students  to  pursue 
undergraduate  studies  at  Harvard.  Two  scholarships  of  $10,000  may  be 
awarded  annually. 


Charles  S.  Noble  Scholarships  for  Junior  "A"  Hockey
